The specification does not provide an overarching principle whereby m intergenic splice variant of 
DEC-205 may be identified, it merely provides support for DEC-205/DCL4 Splice variants. 
Claims 39 41 and 45-50 are directed towards agents that modulate the activity of DEC-205 SV, and USes of these 
agents. These are not claims to uses of DEC.205 SV, these are claims to agents that inherently interact with DEC.205 
SV, and which owe nothing to the teachings of the specification. 

Claims 40 42-44 46-50. 55 and 56 Claims 55 and 56 are directed towards methods of using DCL-l , and claims 40, 
42-44 and 46-50 are directed towards agents that modulate the activity of DCL-l. and uses of these agents. DCL-l is 
an agent that is capable of modulating DEC-2005 SV.
